Iraq PM: Worse to Come 

Allawi announces anti-terror agency amid rising violence 
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BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Iraq’s interim prime min- 
ister said Thursday he expects insurgents 
to strike harder in the coming weeks and 
announced the creation of an intelligence 
service designed to combat terrorism. 

Prime Minister lyad Allawi ’s comments 
came amid a spate of new violence, including 
a car bomb Thursday that killed 10 people 
and wounded 40 others. Also, a decapitat- 
ed body wearing an orange jumpsuit was 
found in the Tigris River, possibly that of a 
foreigner taken hostage. 

Allawi said militants aiming to undermine 


Iraq’s new government are determined not 
only to kill civilians and soldiers but also to 
destroy the nation’s infrastructure in a cam- 
paign of sabotage. 

Iraq’s new government has talked increas- 
ingly tough about cracking down on insur- 
gents. It passed emergency laws giving Allawi 
broad powers to combat violence; police 
have conducted sweeps of terror suspects in 
Baghdad and other cities. Those actions may 
have spurred militants to launch their series 


of attacks in recent days, Allawi said. 

Earlier Thursday, Allawi announced the 
creation of a new intelligence service — the 
General Security Directorate — dedicated 
to defeating the insurgency. 

It “will annihilate those terrorist groups, 
God willing,” he said. 

Allawi provided few details but said the 
new service would not rely on “elements” of 
Saddam Hussein’s feared intelligence agen- 
cy. He left open the door to call on former 
officials not responsible for grievous crimes 
under Saddam, jamie tarabay (ap)

Bush Signs Identity 
Theft Sentencing Law 


WASHINGTON I President Bush on 
Thursday signed into law a mea- 
sure that imposes mandatory prison 
terms for criminals who use iden- 
tity theft in committing terrorist 
acts and other offenses. 

A criminal will serve an extra 
five years in prison for using a false 
passport in connection with a ter- 
rorism-related crime. Two years 
would be tacked on for ID theft 
in connection with other types 
of crimes. 

Some 10 million Americans were 
victimized by identity thieves last 


year at a cost of $50 billion, making 
it one of the fastest-growing finan- 
cial crimes. Bush said as he signed 
the bill at the White House. 

“Identity theft undermines the 
basic trust on which our economy 
depends,” Bush said. 

The law is meant to take away 
judges’ ability to give probation, 
reduced sentences or concurrent 
sentences for identity theft linked to 
felony crimes. It was approved with 
bipartisan support. Lawmakers said 
prosecutors needed better tools to 
punish identity theft, (ap)

Soldier who vanished 
in Iraq arrives at base 
for further evaluation 

QUANTICO, VA. | A US. Marine who 
disappeared in Iraq and turned 
up in Lebanon three weeks later 
arrived at a Marine Corps base 
south of Washington, D.C., on 
Thursday after six days of evalu- 
ation in a U.S. military hospital in 
Germany, a military official said. 

Lt. Col. David Lapan, a Marine 
Corps spokesman, said Cpl. Wassef 
Ali Hassoun would continue to 
undergo a “repatriation” process 
until it is determined he is fit and 
capable of returning to normal duty. 
Hassoun was not made available for 
questions from reporters.

10 Dead in Iraq Car Bombing 

Attack in Haditha caps day of sporadic violence 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ | Attackers deto- 
nated a car bomb near police and 
government buildings in the west- 
ern city of Haditha on Thursday, 
killing 10 Iraqis. A decapitat- 
ed body in an orange jumpsuit 
was found in the Tigris River in 
northern Iraq, the military said. 

The body, discovered Wednesday 
night, had not been identified, but 
there were suspicions it could be that 
of a Bulgarian driver killed recently 
by Jordanian militant Abu Musab 
al-Zarqawi’s terrorist group. 

Elsewhere, gunmen fired at cars 
belonging to Iraq’s foreign minister, 
killing one official and wounding 


two, an Iraqi national guard offi- 
cial said. Foreign Minister Hoshyar 
Zebari was not in the two -car con- 
voy during the attack 65 miles south 
of the northern city of Kirkuk. 

The attack in Haditha, known as 
a stronghold of Saddam Hussein’s 
ousted regime, hit a government 
complex housing police, civil 
defense and municipal offices. The 
blast wounded 40 people. Interior 
Ministry spokesman Col. Adnan 
Abdel-Rahman said. 

Police and government officials 
have been targeted by insurgents, 
who view them as puppets of U.S.

Brownings in India, 
Bangladesh raise 
casualty count to 374 

NEW DELHI I Twenty-five people 
drowned when a homemade boat 
capsized in a rain- swollen Indian 
river on Thursday, and another 
10 died in their homes, raising 
the death toll from South Asian 
flooding to 374. 

The toll in South Asia — 
Bangladesh, Nepal, Pakistan and 
India — included 13 deaths newly 
reported in Bangladesh. 

Elsewhere, five deaths were 
confirmed in northern Japan on 
Thursday, raising the number killed 
from heavy rains there to 11. 

The annual South Asia flood- 
ing, which is fed by melting snow 
and torrential rains, has left mil- 
lions in dire need, as waters have 
washed away homes, roads, crops 
and telephone lines. 

In India, where 232 have died 
since mid- June, a boat carrying 50 
people flipped and sank Thursday in 
the Bagmati River in eastern India, 
where monsoon rains have wreaked 


havoc for weeks. 

Fifteen passengers swam to 
shore safely, while 10 were rescued, 
said Bipin Kumar, a local adminis- 
trator. He said rescue workers were 
trying to pull bodies from the river; 
10 had been recovered so far. The 
accident occurred near Rampur 


Hari, 560 miles east of New Delhi. 
In Bangladesh, the Jamuna River 
burst its banks in the Borga dis- 
trict and surged through villages 
on Wednesday, drowning sleep- 
ing residents. The Ittefaq newspa- 
per reported the breach left at least 
100 people missing and damaged 


about 3,000 mud-and-straw hous- 
es. The floods have engulfed 25 of 
Bangladesh’s 64 districts, leaving 
nearly 5 million people stranded 
and 68 dead since late last month, 
officials said.

MADRID, SPAIN I Europe’s big- 
gest terrorist threat is Morocco 
— seething with as many as 1,000 
al Qaeda adherents capable of sui- 
cide attacks and skilled at slipping 
through the continent’s southern 
gateway, Spain’s leading anti-ter- 
rorism judge testified Thursday.

Ceiling Collapse 
Perplexes Metro 


Agency seeks answers 
to rush-hour incident 
at Farragut North 

WASHINGTON! Metro officials were 
working Thursday to pinpoint the 
reason why a chunk of ceiling fell in 
a downtown subway station, nar- 
rowly missing several riders. 

“The preliminary cause could 
be the fact that it was installed 
with inadequate anchors — plas- 
tic anchors with relatively small 
bolts and concrete nails,” said Jim 
Gallagher, Metro’s deputy general 
manager for operations. 

A 24-by-30-foot section came 
crashing down at the start of 
Wednesday evening’s rush hour, 
forcing the closure of one of the 
three entrances to the Farragut 


North station, the third busiest in 
the system. The fallen section was 
part of a dropped ceiling made up of 
wire mesh, narrow wood strips used 
as a foundation for plaster and con- 
crete, Gallagher said. Five light fix- 
tures, ceiling tiles and wires also fell 
in an area near farecard machines 
under L Street and Connecticut 
Avenue. The entrance was closed 
until Thursday morning. 

Officials said they were check- 
ing the construction of ceilings 
in other rail stations for similar 
faults. The station is on the oldest 
stretch of the system and opened 
in 1976. Gallagher said he did not 
know when the ceiling was built. 
He said there are routine station 
inspections, but did not know 
when or if the ceiling was checked.

Enron to Emei^e 
From Bankruptcy 


Former energy giant 
to sell off major assets, 
assume new name 

H 0 U S T 0 N I More than two years after 
its spectacular collapse, Enron won 
approval Thursday to emerge from 
bankruptcy under a plan in which 
creditors will receive less than 20 
cents on the dollar and the Enron 
name will forever disappear. 

Once Enron sells off some of its 
major assets to pay creditors, all that 
will be left of the scandal-ridden 
company — once the seventh-larg- 
est in the world — will be a smat- 
tering of pipeline and power assets 
in 14 countries. 

“This is what’s left of what had 
been a $65 billion asset company,” 
said John Olson, a Sanders Morris 
Harris analyst who has followed 
Enron since its inception in 1985. 

Houston -based Enron filed for 
bankruptcy in December 2001 


amid revelations of hidden debt 
and inflated profits accomplished 
through a tangle of accounting 
trickery. Thousands of workers lost 
their jobs and investors lost billions 
as the company’s once -high-flying 
stock became worthless. 

The reorganization plan — 
approved Thursday by a bank- 
ruptcy judge in New York — aims 
to pay most of the creditors about 
$12 billion of the approximately 
$63 billion they are owed with cash 
raised from a series of asset sales. 
That includes the pipeline company 
Crosscountry Energy and the utility 
Portland General Electric. 

Shareholders will get nothing. 
Employees who lost their savings 
wrapped up in Enron stock are 
relying on lawsuits to get some 
money back. 

What is left of Enron will be 
called Prisma Energy, which has gas 
pipelines and power plants around

Tyco’s Belnick Acquitted of All Charges 


N EW YORK I Tyco International Ltd.’s 
former top lawyer, Mark A. Belnick, 
was acquitted Thursday of charges 
that he stole millions of dollars by 
accepting an illegal bonus and abus- 
ing company loan programs. 

The Manhattan state Supreme 
Court jury returned the verdict in 
its fifth day of deliberations, while 
prosecution and defense lawyers had 
been discussing a possible plea deal. 

Belnick was tried on charges of 
first- degree grand larceny, securi- 
ties fraud and falsifying business 
records. He had faced up to 25 


years in prison if convicted on the 
top count, grand larceny. 

He sat impassively as the jury 
foreman repeatedly pronounced 
“Not guilty.” On the 
last count, he bowed 
his head and began 
shaking with sobs. 

The grand larce- 
ny charge stemmed 
from Belnick’s 
receipt of cash and 
stock worth up to $17 million as 
a bonus awarded by former chief 
executive L. Dennis Kozlowski — 


but not approved by Tyco’s board of 
directors — for guiding the compa- 
ny unscathed through a Securities 
and Exchange Commission probe 
of its accounting practices. 

Prosecutors said the bonus 
was not for legal work but for hid- 
ing Kozlowski’s alleged massive 
thefts during the SEC inquiry. 

Tyco makes products ranging 
from telecommunications equip- 
ment to home alarm systems. In 
2003, the corporation had more 
than 250,000 employees and sales 
of about $36 billion, samuel maull (ap)

Ugly Ducklings 

Orioles are a major disappointment this season 


BASEBALL | After hiring Lee 
Mazzilli to replace manager Mike 
Hargrove and adding free agents 
Miguel Tejada, Rafael Palmeiro, 
Javy Lopez and Sidney Ponson, 
the Orioles had designs of ending 
a run of six straight fourth-place 
finishes in the AL East. 

Finishing in the cellar wasn’t 
part of the plan, but that’s where 
the Orioles are at the All-Star 
break, a whopping 17 1/2 games 
behind the league -leading New 
York Yankees. 

The Orioles are well on their way 
to a club -record seventh consecu- 
tive losing season, despite enhanc- 


ing a batting order that last year 
finished 12th in the 14 -team AL 
in runs scored. 

Rookie manager Mazzilli hoped 
his potent lineup would allow him to 
field an inexperienced starting rota- 
tion that included Kurt Ainsworth, 
Eric DuBose, Matt Riley and Erik 
Bedard. That notion quickly went 
awry. Ainsworth and DuBose per- 
formed poorly before undergoing 
surgery, Riley is back in the minor 
leagues and Bedard has three wins 
in 15 starts. 

The real disappointment, how- 
ever, is the team’s so-called ace. 
Sidney Ponson won 17 games in 


2003, but this season he’s 3-12 
with a 6.29 ERA and a nine-game 
losing streak. 

The flawed staff, which cost 
pitching coach Mark Wiley his job, 
ranks 13th with a 5.08 ERA. 

Mazzilli chooses to blame 
injuries. “We lost a third baseman 
[Melvin Mora] who was hitting .360 
for a month of the first half He was 
on the disabled list twice,” Mazzilli 
said. “We lost [Jay] Gibbons; he was 
on the DL twice, too. Those are pret- 
ty big misses right there.” 

About the only positive of the 
first half is that the injuries enabled 


the Orioles to unearth players that 
otherwise would never have been 
summoned. 

Rookie right-hander Daniel 
Cabrera has been the most pleas- 
ant surprise of the season. Called 
up from Double -A Bowie in May 
as an emergency starter, he’s gone 
6-3 with a 2.90 ERA. 

Eddy Rodriguez (1-0, 2.52 ERA) 
has performed well out of the bull- 
pen, right-hander Dave Borkowski 
has a 1.59 ERA in two stints, and 
David Newhan has hit .424 in 23 
games while filling in for Mora. 

Although Tejada (.311, 15 hom- 
ers, 75 RBIs) and Lopez (.321, 12, 42) 
have lived up to expectations, the 
Orioles need more out of Palmeiro 
(.247, 13, 52) in the second half 

Most of all, they’re hoping to 
get their injured players back.

The Search 
For Olympic

COLLECTIONS I Art Prior has 16 
Olympic medals — six golds, seven 
silvers and three bronze. He’s been 
a regular at the Summer Olympics 
since 1972. And, at 63, he still runs 
sprints every day. 

But the last time the San Diego 
resident had a medal hung around 
his neck was in high school. And, to 
be honest, he’s never been cheered 
on the Olympic podium. 

Instead, Prior is one of a small 
but dedicated group of people 
worldwide who collect Olympic 
medals — a feat in itself.

Superstar chooses the Lakers over the Clippers 


PRO BASKETBALL | Kobe Bryant’s 
journey through free agen- 
cy ended Thursday where it 
began — with the Los Angeles 
Lakers. 

Bryant chose the Lakers over 
the Clippers, remaining with the 
team he joined in 1996 at age 18 
and later helped win three NBA 
championships. 

The decision came a day after 
the Lakers traded fellow superstar 
Shaquille O’Neal to the Miami Heat. 
Now, it will be Bryant — along with 
incoming coach Rudy Tomjanovich 
and Heat imports Lamar Odom, 
Caron Butler and Brian Grant — who 
will lead them into the future. 

Bryant, who said repeatedly 
this past season he wanted to be a 
“Laker for life,” is poised to fulfill 
that declaration. His contract will 
be worth more than $136.4 million 
over seven years.

He has pleaded 
not guilty to felony sexual 
assault and faces an Aug. 27 
trial in Eagle, Colo. He claims 
he had consensual sex with an 
employee, now 20, at the Vail- 
area resort where she worked. 

If convicted, Bryant faces 
four years to life in prison 
or 20 years to life on pro- 
bation, and a fine of up to 
$750,000. The trial figures 
to take several weeks. 

Bryant, who turns 26 
next month, has averaged 21.8 
points in 561 regular-season 
games over eight seasons.

Bar Is Raised 


Pole vaulter Dragila 
sets out for her 2nd 
Olympie Gold medal 

TRACK I Stacy Dragila was the first 
women’s pole vault champion in 
Olympic history. 

She could be the second, too, 
thanks to a move to the desert, 
a change in coaches and a dras- 
tic overhaul of her vaulting tech- 
nique. 

This week, Dragila has come 
back to her roots for the U.S. 
Olympic track and field trials in 
Sacramento, Calif. She grew up 
in nearby Auburn, a rodeo bar- 
rel racer as a teenager. She went 
to Yuba City Community College, 
then transferred to Idaho State, 
where she was a heptathlete 
before concentrating on the pole 
vault, which was just becoming an 
Olympic sport for women. 

She and her husband Brent 
lived there, and she trained with 
her college coach, Dave Nielsen. 
But a year ago, the couple moved to 
Phoenix, and she switched coaches 


to Greg Hull. 

Even though she was the 
Olympic gold medalist and 
world champion, Dragila had 
to learn her event almost from 
scratch. Instead of planting the 
pole close to the pit, then let- 
ting it fling her into the air like 
a slingshot, she was taught to 
plant far away, pushing the pole 
with her strength, using it as a 
tool, not for a free ride. 

Now, the 33-year-old 
Dragila is the overwhelm- 
ing favorite to win at the 
U.S. Olympic track and field 
trials, then is expected to 
face two young Russians — 
Yelena Isinbayeva and current 
world record holder Svetlana 
Feofanova — for the gold 
medal in Athens. 

“Right now I’m in the mix 
with them, and I’m ready for 
that challenge,” Dragila said. 
“I’m ready to step up to the

Machines Gone Wild 


% Robot’ has little substance, but it’s shiny 


Fi LM I The most informative words 
in “I, Robot” don’t come until the 
end: “Suggested by Isaac Asimov’s 
X Robot.’” 

It is indeed set in the future: 
Chicago, 2035. And it is based on 
the Three Laws of Robotics Asimov 


set forth in his sci-fi short- story col- 
lection: A robot can’t injure a human 
being; a robot must obey orders from 
human beings unless those orders 
violate the first law; a robot must pro- 
tect its own existence if it doesn’t vio- 
late laws one and two. 


Then the robots revolt, start 
thinking for themselves and chaos 
ensues. 

“I, Robot” is primarily a Will 
Smith summer blockbuster — a 
slick, shiny video game of a movie 
bursting with computer-generated 
chase scenes and cool gadgets. It’s 
spectacular entertainment with a 


darkly apocalyptic visual scheme. 

Only toward the end of the script 
ff om JeffVintar and Akiva Goldsman 
are there a couple of lines in which 
the machines scold us humans for 
waging war against each other and 
destroying our ecosystem. 

This was the whole point of 
Asimov’s writings back in 1950; in 
the movie, the message is a muddled 
afterthought behind the explosions 
and product placement. The movie 
could be about racism and preju- 
dice, or the dangers of relying too 
heavily on technology; then again, 
it could be about John Woo -style, 
slow-motion shootouts. 

Smith plays detective Del 
Spooner, mistrustful of the robots 
that have become integral parts of 
everyday life. He thinks a robot is 
responsible for a murder. 

Spooner needs the help of Dr. 
Susan Calvin (Bridget Moynahan), a 
psychologist whose job it is to make 
the U.S. Robotics creations more 
human. She’s stiffer than the metal 
contraptions she works with. 

Smith is funny and fabulous - 
looking (and naked within the film’s 
first few minutes). Apparently, there 
are no pajamas or shower curtains 
in the future, so you may want to 
start stockpiling now.

‘Angels in America’ 
and newer shows 
rule nominations 

AWARDS I A change in voting 
rules aimed at adding spice to the 
Emmys resulted in a nominations 
mix of TV’s mainstream and cult 
favorites. 

A lot of the old favorites are 
still there: “The Sopranos,” “The 
West Wing,” “Everybody Loves 
Raymond,” but fellow contend- 
ers this time included Fox’s low- 
rated sardonic comedy “Arrested 
Development,” CBS pop-spiritu- 
ality drama “Joan of Arcadia” and 
the star of the canceled sitcom “Life 
With Bonnie.” 

Premium cable channel HBO 
dominated Thursday, receiving 
nearly twice as many nomina- 
tions as any broadcast network 
and fielding many of the leading 
nominees. 

“Angels in America,” the HBO 
miniseries about vengeful ghosts, 
beatific angels and ordinary peo- 
ple enduring the AIDS crisis in the 
1980s, had the most nominations 
with 21. 

“The Sopranos,” HBO’s perennial 
nominee that has yet to win a best 
drama series award, was the lead- 
ing nominee among regular shows 
with 20, including a first- ever best 
supporting actress bid for Drea de 
Matteo, who played the unlucky 
mob girlfriend Adriana. 

TV Academy members gave a 
fond farewell to HBO’s “Sex and the 
City” with a best comedy series nod 
for its final season, but didn’t nom- 


inate two other departing series, 
NBC’s “Friends” and “Frasier.” 

Along with “The Sopranos” and 
“Joan of Arcadia,” other nominees in 
the best drama series category were 
“CSI: Crime Scene Investigation,” 
“24,” and last year’s winner, “The 
West Wing.” 

Joining “Arrested Development” 
and “Sex and the City” in the best 
comedy series category: “Curb Your 
Enthusiasm,” “Will & Grace” and 
last year’s winner, CBS’ “Everybody 


Loves Raymond.” 

“Angels in America” was nomi- 
nated as outstanding miniseries and 
earned acting bids for stars Emma 
Thompson, A1 Pacino and Meryl 
Streep, and Justin Kirk, Patrick 
Wilson, Ben Shenkman and Jeffrey 
Wright in the supporting movie or 
miniseries actor category. 

The Emmys are scheduled to 
air Sept. 19 on ABC, with actor- 
comedian Garry Shandling as host.

If another half-dozen nations or so 
pull their militaries from Iraq, could 
this be a campaign issue with the 
Democrats? 

The Democrats already are argu- 
ing this point; the inability of the 
Bush administration to win support 
for the war beforehand and its dif- 
ficulty in maintaining a meaningful 
coalition — 140,000 U.S. soldiers 
in Iraq, 22,000 from other coun- 
tries — is much discussed by the 
Democratic challengers. 

Do you see Tony Blair losing his 
next election? What do Blair’s poll 
numbers look like? 

I haven’t seen Prime Minister 
Blair’s most recent numbers, but 
they dropped dramatically after he 
signed on for the Iraq adventure. 
Many reports say he needs to worry. 
Then again, the intel report may 
help him. And, most importantly, 
the Tories have to put together an 
effective campaign with a formi- 
dable candidate, a trick that has 
eluded them of late. 

Do you see a contradiction in our 
foreign policy when we now claim 
the war in Iraq was to free the 
“repressed Iraqi people from an 
evil dictator,” while “evil dictators” 
remain in power throughout the 
world with the U.S. only looking on? 

The same was asked about 
Clinton administration foreign 
policy, particularly contrasting 
the U.S. military intervention in 
the Balkans with the lack of action 
during the genocide in Rwanda. 
Clinton’s response was, in essence, 
that the United States and the world 
community cannot stop all calami- 
ties, but it can prevent some. And 
that the inability to do all should not 
stop a leader from doing anything. 
Foreign policy, in this way and oth- 
ers, is inherently contradictory.
